SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: OCTOBER 1966 


Rainfall: During October, rainfall was below normal over most of the western half, the north and north-east. Small areas of the 
highlands in the north-east and north-west recorded the highest negative departures of more than 50% but generally deficiencies 
ranged from 20% to 40%. Totals were normal or above in the north-east coastal strip, the east and the south-east corner as far inland 
as Great Lake, as well as isolated pockets on the north and north-west coasts. The maximum positive departure of 170% was recorded 
at Bicheno, and a large area of the lower Derwent Valley exceeded 100% above normal. Cumulative totals for the year improved to 
above normal in the Midlands, Derwent Valley and South East divisions. The East Coast was only 9% below normal and the Northern, 
West Coast and Central Plateau totals were nearly 15% below. 


Temperature: Mean temperatures were above normal in all areas. Positive departures were generally less than 1°, but were 
slightly higher in the north-west highlands, the Central Plateau and near St. Helens. Day temperatures were slightly above normal, 
except for Flinders Island, where readings were slightly below. Mean minimum temperatures were also slightly above normal, except 
for the north-western part of the State but negative departures exceeded 1° only on the west coast and a section of coast between 
Burnie and Smithton. 


Rural Conditions: Pasture growth was very good in all but the central north and north midland areas where light rainfall in 
the first weeks caused some check. Harvesting of silage crops was well under way, and in some early districts haymaking was begun. 
Further sowings of rape, chou moellier and turnips for summer forage were made in nearly ideal soil conditions, while spring sown 
crops made good growth. Established potato and pulse crops continued to prosper and further sowings were made, but wet soil 
conditions in some areas caused poor germination of green peas, and restricted spring sowings of graincereals. Some cattle 
losses were reported from bloat, but stock condition was generally good with lamb growth rates of 0.6 to 0.7 lbs. per day not uncom- 
mon, Shearing contmued but in spite of good ewe condition, average fleece weights were slightly down on last season, Setting of 
apples and pears was patchy in some areas, despite a heavy blossom. Apricot crops, already affected by brown rot, were further cut 
by frosts, while peaches and nectarines have suffered from aphis infestations and severe attacks of curly leaf.
